employment ” Henrv Jackson competing with Carter and Morris Udall in next 
Tuesday’s Pennsylvania primary, said with Carter in mind, no one can with the par­ 
ty's presidential nomination without winning pnmaries in northern industrial states. 


Ford said Reagan's suggestion he is ready to recognize Hanoi are “ totally without 
foundation “ He said he was willing to discuss some “ humanitarian efforts 
but I 
never said that we were going to normalize relations or recognize the North Viet­ 
namese **

Reagan said after his first nationally-televised speech March 31, “ Mr. Ford 


iccpouUcd wall what I think were some generalizations and statements that were 
somewhat inaccurate about our defense posture. 
• Mr Ford has simply declared in generalizations that we are the strongest nation 
on Earth — no one s stronger than we are,” Reagan said. 
“ I don't know what he's adding in there,” he said. “ Maybe he’s adding in our ability 
in baseball and football and a few other things of that kind ’’ 
Carter said a balanced budget could be achieved in three years but only if un­ 
employment is reduced to 4 6 per cent overall and 3 per cent for adults. 
Jackson denied again his campaign is really a coiler for Hubert Humphrey. “ I ’m 
not a stalking horse I ’m not stalking for anyone,” said Jackson. “ No one can be 
nominated if he cannot win in these important industrial states.” 
Carter was set back some Thursday night when Democrats in Vermont ignored 
their March 2 nonbinding primary, which gave him 47 per cent, and elected uncom- 
mitteds for about two-thirds of the delegate positions at the state convention. 
In New Mexico caucuses, the delegates split about evenly among Carter, Udall and 
uncommitteds, most of whom support Humphrey. 
Ford Thursday, on the first day of two-day campaign trip, stressed the improving 
economy, telling an Indianapolis audience “ Everything that is supposed to be going 
up is going up and everything that is supposed to be going down is going down.”

recently inspected the public facility 
after receiving complaints from a 
hospital employe 
“ I thought I would come down and not 
find much if anything 
Mrs Johnson 
related 
However, th** complaints were in fact 
accurate and no one was inspecting in­ 
cluding the housekeeper, and for a 
hospital it was really pretty sloppy,* she 
said 
Mrs Johnson said that she returned 
for a re inspection after informing 
hospital administrator Ken Wicks and 
found that the “ deficiencies" had been 
correct is! 
The real problem thtwgh is a lack of 
com m unital ion 
continued Mrs 
Johnson a nurse and teacher in the Lom­ 
poc Unified School District The employe 
who had made the complaints first had 
gone to her supervisor, but mi correc­ 
tions were made she said 
This was md the first time I received 
such complaint* about housekeeping ,“ 
sa a1 Mrs Johnson 
Assistant administrator Mrs 
Jane 
Flaherty commented that the employe 
* never communicated to her supervisor* 
Mr Wicks or myself and went directly 
overhead ” 
In my opinion a person like that 
should he terminated 
she added 
According to Mrs 
Flaherty, the 
housekeeper had 14 employes in 1969 and 
now has 13 employes with 27.000 more 
feet to maintain 
“ We’ve all been Irving to keep within 
the budget as designed bs the board and 


this should be taken into consideration.” 
she said 
Mrs 
Johnson replied that the 
housekeeping staff should be able to do a 
competent job with proper supervision 
“ I would hate to see punitive action 
taken against this person 
She had 
nothing to gain and everything to lose 
and was sincerely concerned,” the board 
member said

because Mrs Johnson had made a report 
in the personnel committee meeting and 
it was not included in the committee 
minutes She wanted the board to be 
aware of the problem, she said

WASHINGTON (U PI) — A coalition of 
national groups organized to oppose the 
Bl bomber today asked the Democratic 
Party to go on record against any more 
spending on the plane they call an 
anachronism in a missile age 
“ What we are asking is that the 
Democratic party scrutinize the BI 
program and decide if it is in the interest 
of the ordinary citizen.” said Ron 
Freund of the National Committee to 
Stop the Bl Bomber 
The group is a coalition of some 30 
organizations including the American 
Friends Service Commute**, Common 
Cause, Environmental Action, the Na­ 
tional Taxpayers Union. SANE, the Tex­ 
tile Workers Union and the Oil. Chemical 
and Atomic Workers Union 
Freund’s remarks were prepared for 
the Midwest regional hearings of the 
Democratic platform committee in 
Kansas City Saturday 
A copy of his 
remarks was made available in 
Washington 
The Bl program is in its final year of 
research and development Earlier this 
month the House 210 to 177, voted to 
authorize about $1 billion to begin 
production of the sophisticated new 
bomber The Senate has yet to act on the 
request 
Freund called the program “ a boon­ 
doggle ’ and a “ tech no log ical 
anachronism” which is not needed for 
national security 
The strategic bomber is not essential 
at any level of nuclear conflict, since 
ICBM s and submarine-launched 
ballistic missiles alone can successfully 
attack all targeted Soviet positions in 30 
minutes or about I -12th the time 
required for bomber attack 
the state­ 
ment said 
Freund commended Congressional 
Democratic leaders for their opposition 
to the program and noted that all 
Democratic presidential hopefuls except 
George Wallace have expressed oppose 
lion to the program 
Freund also said the coalition will con­ 
tinue to wark against funds tor the 
bomber even if the Democratic Party 
fails to take a formal stand on the issue

Q uake fault lines linked 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Earthquake experts Thursday 
reported they have developed a map which connects scattered 
faults offshore of San Francisco into a major 108-mile branch of 
the San Andreas Fault, with the rift possibly extending southward 
to Santa Barbara 
Additionally, the new state map of California earthquake zones 
pieced together previously unconnected faults off the coast 
between Los Angeles and San Diego 
Tile significance of Unking small faults into a single bigger one is 
that the longer the fault, the stronger the potential earthquake 
The new earthquake map followed the recent discovery of a fault 
offshore from Pacific Gas and Electric Co s Diablo Canyon 
nuclear power plant near San Luis Obispo The new fault, called 
the Hosgri Fault, which extends as far south as Point Conception, 
now fits into the picture of a perhaps much longer rift system along 
the state's central seashore 
Eli Silver, chairman of the University of Santa Cruz geology 
department, said in a telephone interview he believes — but is not 
scientifically certain - that the Hosgri fault extends northward to 
the newly mapped 108-mile branch of the infamous San Andreas 
Fault 
If true, that would mean the central California coastline is 
sandwiched between two long and potentially deadly earthquake 


faults 
Silver is one of a group of distinguished earthquake experts that 
met last month at Stanford University and discussed the faults. 
The new state earthquake map was prepared by the state Divi­ 
sion of Mines and Geology and is based on scientific data from the 
U S Geological Survey and various scientists. 
The official new 108-mile connection on the map begins near San 
Francisco and runs mostly offshore to somewhere near Carmel. In 
Los Angeles, the newly mapped fault is slightly longer, pulling 
together pieces into a new segment of the Newport-Inglewood fault 
zone. 
U S Geological Survey scientist Kenneth Lajoie told a reporter 
it would not be unreasonable if the new fault system in the central 
part of the state produced an earthquake of a magnitude of 8 on the 
Richter Scale, roughly the same strength as the devastating 1906 
San Francisco Temblor 
Lajoie said the dangers along the region have been “ undere­ 
stimated ” 
A spokesman for the USGS cautioned, however, “ It’s our official 
position that his is not discovery of a West Branch of the San 
Andreas Fault because it cannot be connected the entire length ” 
Public indications of the new findings surfaced Wednesday at a 
Senate Committee hearing on coastline protection legislation 
Post sees significant costs, 
benefits' in state coast plan 


SACRAMENTO (U P I)-T h e 
proposed California coastal 
plan “can create significant 
costs” for both private and 
government developers 
but 
potential benefits also are

Post 


In a 100-page analysis of the 
proposal, Post Thursday side­ 
stepped providing a figure on 
the net financial impact of the 
plan designed to preserve the 
state’s 1,072-mile coastline 
“ The question of whether 
benefits exceed costs cannot be 
determined 
in 
quantifiable 
term s.” he said. 


Post said proposed coastal 
policies which would have the 
most impact on developments 
would be those providing for 
adequate and unobtrusive on­ 
site parking, incorporating re­ 
creational facilities within the 


development, and minimizing 
the rate and adverse quality of 
water runoff 


The coastal preservation 
plan, in addition to placing 
restrictions on developers, also 
proposes increased registration 
fees for pleasure boats, a tax on 
motel and hotel accommoda­ 
tions along the coast, and ad­ 
ditional revenues from offshore 
oil production It also calls for 
$180 million in coastal acquisi­ 
tions financed by a statewide 
bond issue 


The m easure currently is 
awaiting a vote in the Senate 
Wildlife and Natural Resources 
Committee Sponsors Wednes­ 
day submitted a substantially 
revised version of th** measure 
in hopes of m eeting local 
government and special in­ 
terest objections and winning 
committee passage 
Post noted that under the 


plan, developers would have to

In a news conference Thurs­ 
day, he said Russian aid to a 
rebel faction in the Angolan 
civil w ar was p rin cip ally 
responsible for the “detenora 
tion of relations with the Soviet 
Union ” 
But on his trip to Kenya Tan­ 


zania. Zambia, Zaire, Senegal. 
Ghana and Liberia — his first 
trip as secretary to black 
Africa — he said: "We are cer­ 
tainly going with an attitude of 
good w ill" and a desire to 
demonstrate both U S opposi­ 
tion to white minority regimes 
and concern for close ties with 
black African nations 
“ We are not going with the in­ 
tention of attempting to set up 
puppet regimes," he said. "The 
only successful African policy, 
is one in which African nations 
can achieve their objectives

she typed part of a will 


PALM SPR IN G S. C alif 
(UPI) — A former secretary to 
Howard Hughes says she typed 
part of the reclusive indus­ 
trialist s will in 1951. charging 
some of the billionaire’s aides 
hid the document to conceal 
that they had “ their hands in 
the till, 
stealing from him 
She wants to tell her story to 
the Internal Revenue Service, 
she said 
Mrs 
Elanor Rohrbeck 
61. 
said she was one of two per­ 
sonal secretaries to Hughes in 
1951 when she typed an addition 
to a will originally made by 
Hughes in 1949 
She said she thinks the will 
still exists 
“ Hughes once told me that 
'every S O B has his hands in 
my pocket’,” Mrs 
Rohrbeck 
said “ He believed that when he 
died some would be caught with 
their hands in the till This is 
why some of the self-anointed 
heads (of the Hughes empire* 
don t want the will found 
"I hope this story will flush it 


out." she said in an exclusive 
interview with D esert Sun 
reporter David Smith 
She said she confronted 
Hughes aides in Los Angeles 
Tuesday and told them she 
knows there was a will "I held 
the codicil in my hot little 
hand,” she said 
“ It was signed I gave it to 
one of the crowned heads The 
will was a legal live will.” 
“ I hope this story will flush it 
out," she said, saying she ex­ 
pects to be subpoenaed by IRS 
officials and will reveal details 
only to them. 
The codicil named as execu­ 
tor of the Hughes estate a 
friend of Hughes father whom 
she called 
Uncle Frank ” She 
said he is now dead, but had 
once told her that the will 
provided that * no one individu­ 
al will get a dime * 
Mrs 
Rohrbeck said she 
joined the Hughes organization 
in 1943 and worked as Hughes 
night personal secretary until 
1958 


without outside intervention 
Asked about current difficul­ 
ties in East-West diplomacy, 
such as stalled strategic arm s 
negotiations, 
Kissinger said 
“ The principal element in the 
deterioration of relations with 
the Soviet Union is Soviet ac­ 
tion in Angola " 
And he added: "We consider 
those actions irresponsible, in­ 
consistent with the principles 
that govern the conduct be­ 
tween our nations and the in­ 
troduction of Cuban surrogate 
forces a very dangerous ele­ 
ment ” 
Kissinger said the United 
States would resist “ irresponsi­ 
ble actions or the expansion of 
Soviet political influence by 
m ilitary power or the use of 
surrogate forces ’’ 
To convince the United States 
that it is not seeking to expand 
its own influence in Africa, he 
said, the Soviet Union would 
have to cease interfering in in­ 
ternal African problems, “and 
of course. Cuban troops would 
have to be withdrawn from 
Africa ” 
Kissinger said there are to­ 
day approximately 15,000 Cuban 
m ilitary personnel on the 
African continent, up to 14,000 
of them still in Angola, and ad­ 
ded: “ the use of Cuban sur­ 
rogate forces is going to in­ 
crease international tension 
enormously and is going to be a 
very dangerous course 
“The United States has the 
military powei and the political 
will to resist irresponsible ac­ 
tions," he said

The U.S. Court of Appeals for 
the District of Columbia grant­ 
ed Ronald Reagan and six 
Democratic contenders permis­ 
sion to become involved in the 


case The step was necessary 
since the seven were not parties 
to the original suit involving the 
1974 election law 


President Ford was the only 
major presidential candidate 
not involved in the suit. 


In its o rd e r, the eight- 
member lower court noted “the 
urgency of this m atter,” an ap­ 
parent reference to the can­ 
didates’ financial straits at the 


height of the primary season 
The can d id a te s told the 
Supreme Court Thursday their 
First Amendment rights and 
those of the American taxpay­ 
ers are being violated because 
Congress has not reeconstituted 
the Federal Election Commis­ 
sion so it can resume disburs­ 
ing the matching money

WASHINGTON - The world’s two 
most brutal dictatorships, according to 
the evidence in intelligence files* are 
Cambodia and North Korea 
C am bodia's Com m unist firebrands 
have turned their country into a nation of 
cattle Cities have been em ptied and the 
population has been herded into the 
hinterland with not a 
th o u g h t 
fo r 
th e ir 
welfare 
Hundreds of 
thousands have fallen 
by the wayside 
In North Korea, the 
p o p u lace h as been 
te r r o r iz e d 
by th e 
governm ent for two 
generations Hundreds 
of th o u sa n d s have 
been 
imprisoned 
or 
banished 
to rem ote 
mountainous areas for 
no other reason than 
th at 
som e anonym ous 
b u re a u c ra t 
decided they were 'unreliable “ At least 
half of the population is kept under vary­ 
ing surveillance 
These are human sagas, epic events 
Yet the world press has pit id scant atten­ 
tion. devoting its energies instead to ex­ 
posing corruption across the Cambodian 
border in Thailand and excoriating 
President Chung Hee Park on the other 
side of the 38th parallel in South Korea 
In both Communist dictatorships, the 
rulers have pulled down the blinds, and 
they carefully control the light that leaks 
through 
Y et the h arsh fa c t* are 
available from eye witnesses 
not 
political opponents whose reports might 
be suspect but refugees who have es­ 
caped from the horrors Their stones 
have been checked and verified by in­ 
telligence analysts a hundred tim es over 
The Khmer Rouge regim e after seiz­ 
ing power in Cambodia drove the people 
out of the cities, en masse They were 
routed out of their homes, turned out of 
hospitals prodded out of sick beds 
The mass exodus developed into a 
death m arch, without parallel in modern 
tim es 
Countless C am bodians were 
herded like human cattle to unknown 
destinations, clutching a few bundled 
belongings, carrying their invalids on 
stretchers, a few hobbling on crutches 
The scenes described by the escapees 
were horrendous 
The exodus routes were littered with 
the corpses of the old the sick and the 
weak who couldn t keep up The Khmer 
guerrillas who policed these human 
highways provided almost no food water 
or medicine 
As the crowning cruelty, the men ami 
women were deliberately separated to 
break up fam ilies 
Subsequently, the 
Khmer 
Rouge ordered the people to 
take new nam es to make it more difficult 
for loved ones to find one another 


The su rv iv o rs w ere d is trib u te d 
throughout the countryside in groups 
with instructions to build huts ami plant 
ne'e Cntil the first harvest cam e in, the 
displaced city people subsisted on frogs 
insects and wild roots 


Why did the Khmer Rouge uproot the 
populace ' The story has been put out 
that the new rulers are agrarian fun­ 
dam entalists, who wanted to get the peo­ 
ple back to the soil and make Cambodia 
self-sufficient Hut intelligence analysts 
have concluded, based upon the jigsaw 
pieces they have been able to put 
together that the real reason for scatter­ 
ing the people was to keep them under 
control

At the tim e of the takeover, the Khmer 
Rouge bad only an estim ated 40.000 
troops to control a population of over 
seven million The cities were populated 
with tin* more sophisticated people, sub­ 
ject to foreign influence. The Khmer 
leaders, therefore, feared the cities 
would become centers of resistance. 
This was also the reason that families 
were broken up, leaving individuals with 
no ties that could be used to organize op­ 
position The Khmers were suspicious of 
aoyone with an education, anyone who 
might be susceptible to alien ideas In 
some areas, anyone who could read and 
write was killed. 
All schools have also been closed 
down, presum ably until the K hm er 
Rouge can train enough trusted teachers 
lo re-educate the nation The only educa­ 
tion now perm itted is political in­ 
doctrination. a fanatic form of foreign 
hating, chauvinistic Marxism 
The harsh dogm atic men who now 
rule Cambodia understand, above all. 
that the hest way to control the m asses 
is, first to cow them and, then, to in­ 
doctrinate them 
The Khmers moved 
swiftly, therefore, to stam p out the sl­ 
ightest resistance, real or imagined 
The form er Cambodian arm y was 
quickly disbanded and its officers largely 
eliminated Some soldiers were roped 
together and clubbed to death TTie few 
who escaped to tell about it showed rope 
bums on the arm s 
Others were corraled in work cam ps, 
where they were worked m ercilessly for 
long hours and subjected to additional 
hours of h y ste ric a l in d o ctrin atio n 
Discipline in these cam ps is extrem ely 
harsh, with beatings and killings for the 
slightest misdeeds 
The story is largely the same in North 
Korea, with less killing hut more coer­ 
cion There were widespread executions 
in the 1940s, but oppression has now 
become more system atized 
For exam ple, the populace has been 
classified into SI categories to define the 
degree of reliability of each individual 
An astonishing 40 per cent of the people 
belong to the untrustworthy categories 
A State Political Security Department 
was formed in 1973 and a more elite 
State Inspection Office was established 
in 1975 to step up the campaign against 
“ dangerous" and “ reliable ‘ elem ents 
Those who are singled out are often im ­ 
prisoned or isolated, at the whim of the 
authorities 
It is time the world recognized the con 
demned the terrible tyranny practiced in 
C ambodia and North Korea

Several students in the 
room appeared to agree that Mr Kis­ 
singer's failure to take 
legal action, while in 
no way probatory as to 
his guilt, substantially 
vitiated his claim s to 
h a v in g b een 
m is ­ 
represented in the new 
Nixon book in which 
he is alleged to have 
s a id a ll k in d s of 
spiteful things about 
his form er boss It was 
th e opin io n of th e 
p ro fe sso r th a t th e 
Suprem e Court had 
recently retreated sufficiently from its 
stand discouraging public officials from 
libel suits to render suspect Mr Kis­ 
singer’s inaction 
To put the m atter briefly, the profes­ 
sor is dead wrong It is interesting that 
the rationale of Sullivan vs New York 
Times, in 1%4. attem pted to be entirely 
practical 
That is, the Court took the 
position it took — requiring proof of “ac­ 
tual m alice’’ before a public official 
could collect — on the grounds that it 
sought 
to encourage “ robust*’ and 
" wide-open’* discussion. 
As a practical m atter, Henry Kis­ 
singer could not bring a successful law­ 
suit against Woodward & Bernstein if 
they had accused him of seducing Tricia 
For one thing, under federal rules of 
procedure there is virtually nb limitation 
on tin* avenues of inquiry open to a defen­ 
dant’s lawyer in tho pre-trial deposition 
“ Tell me. Dr Kissinger, didn t you seek 
to ingratiate yourself with Tricia while 
you were maneuvering for the position of 
S ecretary of S tate in her father s 
governm ent0*’ — that kind of thing, and 
a lot worst* is perm itted and it takes 
someone far-gone in academ ic isolation 
to believe that an acting Secretary of 
State can sue anybody for anything 
Which brings me to the National News 
Council 
Here is one of the truly im ­ 
aginative responses by the private sector 
to tho thirst for at least platonic justice 
in an ago of libel suits as an increasingly 
anaehrom /ed instrument 
Henry Kis­ 
singer assuming he could sue Woodward

In practice, the NNC has been a model 
of circum spection In its brief career, 59 
com plaints have been brought before it. 
Only five of these were found to have suf­ 
ficient substance to w arrant censure — 
most recently, the plaintiff was the 
form er governor of American Samoa, 
bitterly criticizing a docum entary by 
NRC 
The Council listened to expert 
witnesses, and concluded that the slant 
had gone beyond the lim its of advocacy, 
into straight-out distortion. 


Surely the attitude of the New York 
Times and of others who boycott the 
committee is an act of civil incivility. 
The public is hardly damaged by the ac­ 
tivities of a group of citizens who. while 
not equipped to adjudicate quarrels 
between Kissinger and W & B, will sit 
and listen to arguments alleging in­ 
justices by national media. If the NNC is 
refinanced, I make this small commit­ 
ment to it — reserving, naturally, the 
right to disagree with its conclusions. 
Namely, to publicize, as best I can, at 
least once a year, its valuable work, 
designed to appease that desire to know 
the truth which distinguishes the morally 
alert society.

This ultim ate tire. known as the “run- 
flat” in the industry, will enable a 
m otorist to drive his car, in the event of 
a flat, at a reasonable speed over a 
stated distance to a service station for 
the necessary repairs

said in its favor, the engineers say, and 
they predict that when motorists feel 
comfortable driving on a flat tire to a 
service station, they will overcome any 
emotional barrier to riding without a 
spare.

The 
Udall victory forecast was upset by a 
late surge of slow-counted Carter votes 
from rural areas. 
Our delight, however, is certainly 
tempered by the sober realization that 
this nation's security is dependent in 
great part upon intelligence fed into 
computers about the capabilities, inten­ 
tions and activities of potential adver­ 
saries. 
We wonder how much garbage is going 
into them.
